Sovie one 
should see to it that he writes letters 
to them, as that is the best way to 
attract new settlers and it can be done 
ata smaller cost than in any other 
way. Then there must be schvols and 
churches to get and keep such settlers 
as you want. 
course, there are many things to be 
thought of in this connection, perhaps 
some of shem more important than 
those I have briefly alluded to, and 
some of these will no doubt suggest 
themeelves to you; but 1 have been 
exceedingly busy since my return te 
the city and have not been able to take

With a lack of confidence in the 
manner in which the Comstock mines 
are worked, it will take much for its 
re.noval so as to bring in a desirable 
clase of outside buyers of mining shares. 
There are many who expect to have 
this brought about by a change in the 
management of the mines, by action of 
law, orelse b having the attention of 
the leading capitalists, who are sup- 
posed to have interests in Nevada 
mines, attracted to the situation, with 
the view of bringing about reforms. 

There are those who look to Francis 
G. Newlands as being more likely than 
any one else to look into the workings 
of the particular nines he is supposed 
to control in the interest of the Sharon 
estate, and bring about needed refuruis. 
In this opinion, they are strengthened 
from the well-known fact that be has 
identified himself with the undeveloped 
resources of Nevada, which promises 
to nake, before many years, that State 
noted for agriculture as well as mining. 
The steps he has already taken to 
develop the latent industries of the 
State are a wide departure from those 
of other citizens of Nevada who have 
been made millionaires by the mines. 

Mr. Newlands has already given evi 
dence of a desire to right any wrongs 
to which outsids stockholders in the 
mines controlled by the Sharon estate 
have been subjected. This is witnessed 
in his action regarding the mill con- 
tracts of the Yellow Jacket mine. He 
not only had the contracts stopped as 
soon as he discovered that they cansed 
the mining shares to be assessed while 
the company was milling ore taken 
from the mine, but we are credibly 
informed he canceled the company’s 
indebtedness—about $200,000—when 
he ascertained that the suid indebted- 
ness was incurred for milling and min- 
igg rock that would not pay. For this 
generous act he deserves the cordial 
thanks of all outside shareholders. 
Not only was the mulling contract 
stopped, but he reduced the milling 
charges tu $6 a ton—another act in 
behalf of stockholders. His good 
work skould not end here. Now that 
be has his irrigation schemes and 
viber beneficial acts well under 
way and no silver legislation to enyage 
his time, he should give attention to 
the mine assays, ca:-sawple assays, as 
well as battery assays of each and ail! 
the mines under bis control. This is 
what the law requires (Mr. Newtands, 
being a lawyer, knows this to be true) 
and which given will disarn: criticism. 
Not only should he see that the above 
is done, but more than this, he should 
open out the body of ore lately found 
in Confidence 40 feet north of the level, 
of which he must surely be informed 
by thig time. 

Mr. Newlands is a new mining mag- 
nate on the Comstock. He is in no 
way reaponsible for the past acts of 
other people, and should be jndged by 
the stocknolding community only for 
his own acts. Now is his golden op- 
pertunity to right the wrongs of the 
stockholders and at the same time du 
justice to himeelf. ve 

We are informed that a majority of 
the Mining Stock Association are stock- 
holders in the Geld Hill mines, some 
owning several thousand shares, and 
are in reasonable hopes of the much- 
needed reform being inaugurated there.
